Capt. ‘Pete’ Peterson, Black Pitot, 
1 of 4 Thunderbird Pilots Who Died

Captain Joseph (Pete) 
Peterson, black member of 
the Air Force Thunderbirds 
was one of four flyers that 
were killed in the jet team's 
fatal crash last Monday 
January 18. It was the worst 
accident in the history of 
the precision flying team 
and occurred during a 
practice session in Nevada 
while the team attempted 
the maneuver known as the 
“line-abreast loop.” 

Capt. Peterson's last 
major newspaper interview 
was with the Call and Post 
last September for the

8.

Rebuilding The Inner Cities: Should Ohio Adopt The Site-Value 


Property Tax System?

tt isno secret that Ohio's inner cities are ina 
physically deteriorated state and that this has 
a detrimental effect upon the well-being of the 
‘neighborhoods. Vacant and dilapidated 


rats breed and children die. 
While there has been some success in 
rebuilding commercial enterprises so far the 


“-government's attempts at rehabilitating the 


inner cities’ housing stock has met with little 
success. Our public housing projects are just 
as badas, if not worse than, the housing ervir— 
onment they are supposed to improve upon. 
and from the viewpoint of long-term. effects 
our battles against poverty do little more than

Furthermore, the current structure of tax 
jaws fosters continued deterioration. State 
property tax laws allow one to reduce’ his tax 
bill through depreciation, encouraging dete- 
rioration and dilapidation rather than renova- 
tion. Why should a Jandowner, especially an 
absentee landlord or real estate investment 
company, renovate or rebuild when it will only 
serve to increase one's taxes? = 

The Federal capital gains tax laws encour- 
ages the long-term holding of property for 
speculation profits and while investors wait 
and gain tax write-offs buildings and neigh- 
borhoods stagnate: 

Even tax abatement programs, morally justi- 
fied or not are of little ‘help since they are 
geared to large projects where the sale, wage 
‘and salary tax revenues offset the property tax 
loss. 

What little success there has been. in rehabil- 
itating the inner city housing stock has primar- 
ily come from private initiative and neighbor- 
hood based organizations. What is needed isa 
change in tax policy that will aid this private 
initiative and encourage, rather than discour- 
age, the rehabilitation and rebuilding of inner 
city housing stock.

The living results of such failures range 
from housewives, whose lives have been shat- 
tered by a dependence on some drug, to the 
mentally ill who have Committed brutal and 
senseless acts of violence after supposedly 


, being “cured” by some psychiatric method 


utilizing drugs. 

According to Gene Chill and John Duff, co- 
authors of “The Truth About Drugs,” drugs do 
not handle the source of the problem. They 
merely cover it up. If a child is having trouble 
‘in school a drug will not get to the source of 


the problem, and may cause some serious”

With this in mind | think it is time that Ohio 


seriously consider adopting the site-value—- 


property tax system. Basically, unlike the cur- 


‘rent tax system which applies the same tax 


rate to both land and buildings this system 
allows for two different tax rates. In its’ pure 
form the property tax is applied only to the — 
land and not to the buildings constructed 
upon it, but realistically applied both the land 
and buildings are taxed but the land at a 
higher rate. In other words, the land, the actual 
plot of ground, is taxed heavily but the build- 
ings.constructed upon it are taxed at a lower 
rate. ’ APR. er ; 

tr’Ohio, adopting the site-value property tax 
system would require amending the State 
Constitution, specifically Article 12, Section 2. 
Since the site-value system is geared towar 
rehabilitating the inner city and may not 
benefit the rural or suburban areas of the State 
| would suggest an amendment that allows 
local government jurisdictions the option of 
using the site-value system if they wish to do 
so, This would make it easier to adopt as each 
city or faxing district could determine for itself 
if the system was beneficial and phase it in 
according to their own schedule and planning 
program. 

It is important to realize that adopting the 
site-value property tax system will not neces- 
sarily mean a tax break. or reduction. Unlike 
most current tax reform proposals the site- 
value system has nothing to do with adjusting 
specific tax rates but concerns itself with 
reorganizing the tax base and the effects the 
property tax has upon social and business 
motives. Over the long-term though, it is 


—obvious that by rebuilding and improving its’ 


tax base a city should be able to lower its’ tax 
rate. 

Even short term there should be a positive 
economic effect concerning employment and 
the building and construction industry as a 
building, or more appropriately, a rebuilding

tive effect upon the finance and real estate 
business as the new and rebuilt homes are 
bought and sold. 


All this isn't to say the site-value property 
tax system doesn't have its’ weaknesses. 
—First, there is. a whole myriad of problems in 


implementing a new taxing structure into an — 


existing system but with the current complex- 
ity of roti backs, exemptions, discounts, reva- 
luations and assessments perhaps it is time to 
reorganize the whole property tax program. 


Second, unless controlled, the site-value 
system encourages over building. Since a 
landowner will be paying a high tax bill for the 
land that he owns but not for the buildings 

_constructed upon the land he will want to con- 
struct as large a building as he can afford. So. 
will tre neighbors and everyone else on the 
street and the end result could be an over. 


supply of apartment complexes. For this rea- _ 


son good zoning codes and city planning pro- 
grams are necessary. 


Third, in the desire to rebuild and redevelop 
r city it is probable that in the name of 
individuals will be displaced and 
ut. For this reason it is necessary 
ood organizations be involved 
incommunity planning as much as possible.

Drugs And Education Don't Mix 


Chill and Duff point out that a drug may 
impair a child's growth. In addition, as many 
drugs damage a person's memory, his ability 
to learn may actually be weakened. . 

Perhaps the most disturbing possibility, 
however, is the danger of turning a child, as. 
young as 7 years old, into a junkie, psycholog- 
ically hooked on a legal drug-the road now 
paved for serious drug abuse in tater life. 

The pharmaceutical company which manu- 
factures Ritalin admits itself that use of the 
drug can lead to dependence and abuse and 
that the long-term effects of Ritalin in children 
have not been well established. 

_| cannot help but get angry when { hear of 
another concerned couple who have been told 
by some psychiatrist that their child should be 
given Ritalin. | have yet to hear of a case where 
the drug has helped the child. — 

The fact is there are much safer and more 
effective methods of improving a child's 
behavior and his ability to study and learn. The 
child's diet may be the source of the problem. 
For example, the Feingold diet, developed by 
Dr. Ben Feingold, a pediatrician and allergist, 


has had dramatic success.

23-year-old Gary Martin, 
who had one address given 
on Vine Street and another 
on Sutter Avenue in Eng- 
tish Woods, had been in the 
Workhouse since De- 
cember 14.

As Hamilton 
County authorities recon- 
struct the incident, Martin 
was locked in his cell as 


were all the other prisoners 
on his cell block. 

Martin apparently took 
the sheet off his bed and 
twisted it into a “rope-like” 
noose. He then stood on 
top. of his bunk, reached 
up, and tied the sheet to'a 
bolt that was sticking out of 
the cell wali. The bolt, 
which is used as a supple- 
mentary locking device for 
the cell door, was approxi- 
mately 8 feet above the 
floor. Martin then tied the 
sheet around his neck. 

After the guard found 
Martin, he was cuf-down 
and, rushed to Gerieral 
Hospital where he was 
pronounced dead.
